• These farmers coming from all corn- 
ers of the United States want a real 
farmers organization, with a member- 
ship ot bonafide farmers with brains, 
power and' money enough to. really re- 
presentand promote their big business. 
They want an organization that will 
stand for Americanism while it is doing 
these things. 

A constitution was agreed upon by 
these states and as soon as 10 atatex 
ratify it, the executive committee wil- 
call a meeting for March 3, at which 
time the organization will be made per- 
manent. The membership of the or- 
ganization will be State Farm Bureau 
Aasocianions.: The membership la S250 
to $1000 per state,, to be set by the ex- 
ecutive committee. In addition each' 
state shall, pay .1nI0% of the fees re- 
ceived by farm bureaus from farmers. 
In the case of Illlhols there are 35,000 
farm, bureau members paying $10 each, 
.making $35,000 the Illinois Agricultural 
Aapncintion would pay. in. Each state 
will have one director and one addition- 
al-director for, each 20,000 paid upmem- 
berahtp in the state association. . The 
executive committee which is elected 
by directors, is composed of three men 
in each of four sections of the country; 
northeastern, southern, middleweatern 
arid far western, and not more than 
one nian from any one state. 

H-rJ. Sconce of Vermillion county/ 
president of the Illlnios Agricultural 
association and executive for Illinois 
on the'Katlonal FederatJoti outlined the 
work, of the Federation at In his ad- 
dress of welcorne. Mr. Sconce said the 
things to keep uppermost In mind Is 
that the farm business Is a producing 
and selling business ond^nbt a buvlng 
business. HO' advised getting lawa 
giving the farmers the right to market 
co-operatively. 

"Farmers muat havethe right to co- 
operate and sell the products of 'their 
labor* ■ This will not only insure us a 
profit but it will decrease the cost, to 
the consurner. We must work for a 
stabitizAtlonof markets and food prices, 
reducing , the wild fluctuation of grain 
and livestock markets, by controlling 
the flow of these products to the mar- 
kets. We sliould assist the Govern- 
ment in perfecting a reliable crop re- 
porting ayatem for the entire world, we 
must find out what the world needs and 
produce, it. » 

■: **We should insist that ^a federal 
board be creatjifd to advise the moking 
pt contracts with this or, any other 
Government for food products, thereby 
disposing 'of a part of our products by 
contract price which would help to 
stabilize the price on the rtmainder. 
The great idea should . be to control our 
food products until they get much 
closer to the ultimate consumer than 
I they do at the present time. , 
I "We shall organize, not to fight any 
ono or to antagonize but to co-operate 



Tne Government is now preparing to 
take what is known as the Fourteenth 
Decennial Census, and for that purpose 
teat exanimations hfive been^held for 
enumerators to conduct thp work of 
obtaining the information this Census 
requires. 

The entire United States has been 
divided into Districts, each of which 
has a supervisor to organize and carry 
forward this work. The Second Dis- 
trict of Illinois, comprises all the cities, 
towns, villages and farms In Cook 
county, ^ outside of the City of Chicago, 
and the whole of Lake county up to the 
Wisconsin line. The district has been 
divided into 286 enumerator'a districts, 
and the work will begin on Jan 2, 1920, 
and it is expected, to be completed 
within two to four weeks. This will be 
the moat comprehensive and i.>nportant 
Census that the Government has yet 
undertaken- Everything alive on Dec. 
31, 1919, as well as every farm, animal 
and product, is to be named and record- 
ed in the enumerator's schednle. Every 
home; every farm and every Charit- 
able, Benevolent or Ffaternal institu- 
tion in the diatrtct will be called upon 
for this Information down to the small- 
est detail. The names, ages, occupa- 
tions, nativity, color, language spoken 
of each inhabitant must be obtained as 
well as the mother tongue of the fath- 
er and mother, of the householder and 
his wife. In like manner, everylhing 
connected with or pertaining to, the 
farm is called for in the agricultural 
schedules. 

-The enumerators charged with ob_ 
taining this information,' are men and 
women who have qualified for this work 
and received tbelrauthority from the 
Secretary of Commerce and the Direc- 
tor of the Bureau of Census at Wash- 
ington- They should be' met with 
ready answers to the questions they are 
required to ask, because It Is the law 
of the land' that true and accurate re- 
plies should be given every inquiry, 
failing which, or making any false 
statement, Incurs a heavy pnnalty ac 
cording to the Act of Congress provid- 
ing for the .14th Decennial Census 
passed and approved March 3, 1919; ,. 

None: abould hesitate in' giving this 
inforrpatton for fear the facts required 
should reachneighbora or taxing bodies 
as the. enumerators are under, bath to 
make returns only to the proper Olfi- 
cials of the Census Bureau and to none 
other. The enumerators are instruct- 
ed to be polite, courteous, patleiil and 
civil, and in so doing are entitled to the 
respect and consideration of all called 
upon in the, discharge of their duties.

The purpose. of the campaign Is to 
obtain, as nearly as possible, a tmlverr 
sal enrollment In the Bed Cross-as an 
expression of confidence In the past 
performances of the Bed Cross and s 
reaffirmation of allegiance to the prin- 
ciples which win guide Its work In the 
future. In order to do this every man 
and woman In the territory of each 
chapter must be asked to Join the Bed 
Cross, and this will require the lerv- 
Ices of hundreds of workers. The 
Central Division wants at least 4,000,- 
000 enrollments for 1020. Special 
stress during the campaign wfil be 
placed upon the annual one^lollar 
memberships In order to make the roll 
call an appeal, to aU ^e people.
